substantially perpendicular to the plate, 

whemn the pivot pm traverses the first planar member^ a first hole m the second end of the shaft, 
and the second planar member. 

Claim 23 (New) The umbrella of claim 21 , wherein the pivot pm releasably engages the saddle, 
penmmng the shaft to be released from the saddle when the pivot pin is disengaged^ 

Claim 24 (New) The urabrelUi of claim 23. wherein the pivot pm is resilient. 

Claim 2S (New) The umbrella of claim 1 , wherein the position lock composes a locking pin for 
releasably secunng the shaft m the substannally venical position relative to the saddle such that the 
locking pin traverses the second end of the shaft when the shaft is in the substantially venical position 
relative to The saddle. 

Claim 26 (New) The umbrella of claim 25, which further comprises: 
a plate secured to the saddle; and 

iirst and second mutually substantially parallel planar members secured substantially 
pcipendicularly to the plate 

wherein the locking pin traverses the first planar member, a second hole in the 
second end of tbt shaft, and the second planar member^ and wherem the lockmg pin releasably engages 
the tirst and second planar members such that when the first and second planar meml)eTs and the shaft are 
engaged by the locking pm, the shaft is maintained in 3 substannally vemcal posmon relative to the 
saddle, and when the lockmg pm is disengaged &om the fir»t and ^second planar members and the shaft, 
the shaft is pivoted about the pivot poim to a substantially horixomal position relative to the saddle. 
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Claim 27 (New) The umbrella of claiTn I, wherein the posmon lock comprises a lubc which 
encircles the second end of ihe shaft and the pivot To secure the shaft m the substantially venical posmon 
relanve to the saddle. 

Claim 28 (New) The umbrella of claim 1, which Aiithercoinpnses: 
a plate secure to the saddle; and 

first and second mutually substantially parallel planar members secured substantially 
perpendicularly to the plare 

wherein the pivot comprises a pivoi pin That traverses the first planar member, a 
first hole m the second end of the shaft, and the second planar member to secure the shaft to the saddle, 
and 

wherein the position lock is a lockmg pm that traverses the first planar member, a second hole in 
the second end of the shaft, and The second planar member. The locking pin releasably engaging Uic first 
and second planar members such that when the first and second planar members are engaged by the 
lockmg pm, the shaft is mamtained m a substantially vertical position relative to the saddle, and when the 
second pm is disengaged from the fhst and second planar members, the shaft is pivoted about the pivot 
point to a substantially horizonul position relauve to the saddle. 

Claim 29 (New) The ambrelia of clatm 12. wherem *e strap comprises a clip lock for securmg 
the canopy holder to the saddle. 
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
